None of our Correfpondents have direly objected 
tothe Choice of Clays, as the beft Flax-Lands ; but 
many of them have propofed Doubts and ftarted Dith-. 
duties worth confidering in relation to their Culture. 
‘Some have imagined that laying them as flat as is 


directed, might obftru& the Husband-man-in another - 


Article of great Importance, that of early Sowing : | 
But this Sufpicion feems to take its Rife froma Mif- 
uke; it was never recommended to lay the Ridges 
broad and level during the Winter-Seafon : The 
sarrower and the higher they are then the better, ' 
the more expos’d to Froft, and Sun, and Air, and 
confequently the more broken and more mellow’d. 
Tis only in the laft Ploughing, and. as our Corre- 
fondent has exprefs’d himfelf, at the Time the Land 
s Fitting for the Seed, that the Ground fhould be le- 
velled to receive it. - ' 

As our Clay Lands differ in their Situation from 
thofe in Zealand, which all lie upon a Flat, whereas 
ours are-often found on the Decliviry of Hills, others 
feem to be afraid that the fame Culture will not fuit 
them both. They are apprehenfive that our Clays 
ving on the Sides of Hills, were they reduc’d to the 

me Tilth as the level Clays in Zealand, would, in 
the Winter time, be robb'd of the beft Part of their 
Subftance, by the great Flow of Warer in the Fur- 
tows ; thofe little Torrents which then fall with 
great Force along the Hill, wafhing down the richeft 
and fineft of the Mold. 

The true Anfwer to this Objeétion, is to affign a 
Remedy, and teach the Husbandman to remove an 
Inconvenience which in the common Way of Plow- 
ing conftantly attersls goed ‘Tillage on the Sides of 
ting Ground. ‘This. may be donéiby ‘horizontal 
Plowing. Inftead of drawing his Ridges as ufual, 
up and down the Hill, the Farmer muft lay them 
crofswife to the Deféenr, and, as near :as ble, in 
Lines parallel to the low Grounds at Bottom: By. 
thefe means, the Water falling upon the Ridges is 
opp'd by the next Trenches, has no further Pro- 
grefs down the Hill, and lofeth all its Violence. We 
would not indeed advife the Farmer to let it ftagnate 
in thofe Trenches, it ws then foak into the Ridge 
below it, drench the Ground, and fpoil his Crop ; 
but two Trenches down the Hill, one on each Side 
ofhisField, will, if they be well drawn, ‘and pretty 
deep, drain the Ground fufficiently. . The Experi- 
ment has been tried by fome Members of this Soc1- 
ETY; and we may afflure the Farmer from their 
Knowledge, that the Succefs furpafs’d their Ex- 

ation. Before Fconclude this Paragraph, it may 
be ufeful to obferve,. that. as this Objeétion affeéts 
xno farther than it does any other Crop, which 
“Tequires the fame repeated Plowings, fo the Remedy 
prefcrib’d becomes’ of general Ufe, and:will anfwer 
the fame Purpofes in. every Branch of Husbandry. 
We could with it were as eafy 10 remove a third 


be of their Expediency. This Ditficulty is in teed 
a great onc, and nor to be got over without rhe ready 
and effectual Concurrence of the landed Intereft in 
this Kingdom. But if Gentlemen of Fortune. would 
join with Ficart and Hand in, promoting the [ptereft 
of their Country, by which their private Intereft, in 
the End, muft either ftand or fail, their Tenants 
might be eafily enabled to purfuc a Method, which 
in a little Time would advance the Linen Staple to a 
Height, where it will never arrive without ig—— 
We fhall add in the Words of a Letter dated trom 
Port-Nicjl, That dill this Spirit can be rais’d among 
the Landlords, ‘ The richer Sort of Farmers fhould 
* forward fuch a Praétice ; that from their Experi- 
* ence they might prevail on others to imitats their 
* profperous Beginnings.” . 

A Gentleman who has conceal’d both his Name 
and his Abode objects to the fame Tillage trom an- 
other Principle. * I can’t but think (tor we fhall 
“ give his Thoughts in his own Words) there is 
* ground ro apprehend, that if our Flax in Ireland 
‘ were fown upon fuch rich and well culrivated 
* Ground, it would only be in very favourable Sea- 
* fons, that we could expec its coming to Maturity. 
* The Rains we have in moft Summers would lay it 
* flat before it come to be ripe, and ruin the Crop 
© both for Flax and Seed.’ : 

To this the Anfwer is as fhort as it is obvious, 
Sow thin, and your Crop will ftand. No Ground 
can be too good, if the Quantity of Seed be pro- 
portioned to its Richnefs; and when ever a Crop 
tails upon ftrong and mellow Soils, they are certainly 
over-burthen’d. The Stem of every Plant requires 
the free Admiflion af the Sun and Air to ftrengthen 
it, when that fails, asit always muft where the Seed 
is’ thrown in without Difcretion, the Stem wants it 
due Confiftency, yields to the. leaft Acceflion of 
foreign Weight from Rain, breaks at Bottom, and 
fo lodges to the urter Ruin of the whole Crop: Where- 
as upon thin Sowing, Air, Sun, and Wind have free 
Accefs to every Plant, keep the Stem dfy and tough, 
able to recover with a Spring, when it is bent, and 
thereby to fhake off the Rain 

The Culture of the Flax Grounds is not the only 
Point objected to, We have received.a Letter trom 
Banbridge, with the following Apology for that de- 
ftructive Cuftom, pulling the Flax Green. ‘ For the 
* moft Part, when we have let our Flax ftand till ic 
* -be ripe, it fires and turns brown, This particular 
‘ kind of Blight begins a Fortnight or more, before 
* the Flax is ripe; the Bole fires firft, and then the 
‘ Stalk, and when this happens, if the Flax be not 
‘ pull immediately, it becomes coarfe and ftubborn, 
‘ runs to Tow, and makes a fpritty Cloth, and this is 
‘ fo hard to whiten, that fCarce any thing, except 
* the Rub-boards, will take out the Sprit: Befides, 
* the Firing kills the Seed, fo that it neither fills nor 
*- ripens after it.” = >> > : 

This is the Apology, and perhaps the only one that 
can be made for a Practice fo vifibly pernicious : We 
are therefore greatly pleas'd, ‘that the anonymous 
Correfpondent before-mentioned, has afforded usa 
jtft Reply, in an Article of his ingenious Letter. It 
fhews that a Spirit of Attention and Inquiry is gaining 
Ground among us, when we thus can fet our Cor- 
refpondents in Oppofition to cach other, and anfwer 
the Objections of fome by the Obfervations of others. 

-That Part of this Letter which relates to this 
Article, ftands thus: ‘ That clayey Lands are the 
* beft for Flax, will admit of no Difpute among thofe 
‘ who have any ae er Pe this Branch of Agricul- 
‘ture. Light Soflsare fubjec to a Diftemper which 
« che Country People mart hin; by which the Flax 
* before it ripens, turns fudden a reddifh Brown. 
‘ This Flax proves fpritty in tke Cloth, and is not, 
* without great Difficulty, brought to a good and 
‘ even Colour in the Bleaching.” This Obfervation 
fixes the Evil on its proper Caufe; ‘tis the wrong 
Choice of Soils, that laysthe Farmer open to thefe 
Hazards, which the deep, rich Ciays are not expos’d
